Four foreign correspondents for the 
Associated Press, who were on the 
scene when war started in Europe 
and the Far- East, today addressed 
the annual meeting of their newa 
organization and told, without hin- 
drance of censorship, what they 
had seen and done. 


They spoke after hearing Robert 


McLean, 
Philadelphia 
publisher 


and president of the Associated 
Press, pay tribute to correspond- 
ents in remote 
corners of the 


world, many of whom were exposed 
to physical danger. 


The correspondents who told of 


their experiences were C. Yates Mc- 
Daniel, who came from Hong Kong; 
J, C. Stark, chief of bureau in Lon- 
don; Wade Werner, chief of bureau 
in Copenhagen, and Lloyd Lehr- 
bas, who was the AP correspond- 
ent in Warsaw when that city was 
captured by the Germany army. 


They were introduced by Kent 
Cooper, general manager 
of the 


Associated Press, who said: 


"I need not remind you of what 
at once is a glorious reportorial op- 
portunity but a heavy risk * * •. 
The wholesale devastation of forti- 
fied and unfortified regions had 
left no place of reasonable safety 
for the war correspondent fabled 
in story, who worked at a safe dis- 
tance from shot ancT shell * * *. 
So tho war correspondent of yes- 
teryear has disappeared. 
In his 


place is the modern, active news 
reported in tho field. * * *"

DEVICES ENABLING BOMBING OF 


OBJECTIVES WHILE PLANES ARE 


FLYING BLIND DEMONSTRATED 


Lear, 
it is

DAYTON, O., April 22.—(#)—A 


device designed to make possible 
mass bombing raids under weath- 
er conditions which screen planes 
from both anti-aircraft fire and 
enemy pursuit pilots was demon- 
strated here today before allied 
military experts. 


Developed by William P. 


38-year-old radio 
engineer, 


intended to enable planes flying 
Completely "blind" to reach tar- 
gets such as 
military 
airports, 


manufacturing 
areas 
and 
rail- 


heads, and drop bombs through 
clouds or fog. 


Lear, Internationally known as 


an inventor, supplies radio equip- 
ment to several foreign govern- 
ments and to domestic air lines. 


Essentially, his device Is only a 


radio set with a pointer on a dial 
which shows from what direction 
radio signals are received, and a 
second indicator which Is "tied" 
to the north pole. 


The second Indicator, fastened 


to a miniature gyroscope—the same 
device used . in some ocean liners 
to keep them from 
rolling 
in 


rough seas—will keep pointing in 
the same direction regardless of 
any turns an airplane makes. 


This Is the way it works: 
If the pilot of a bombing plane 
knowi hit direction and dlalanc* 


from a target* all he needs to do 
is fly a given length of time at 
a known speed and signal his 
.crew to release the bombs when 
his watch indicates ho has arrived. 


Navigation is still an imperfect 


art, however, and pilots get lost. 
In a 100-mile flight, Lear demon- 
strated that the gyroscopic Indi- 
cator, "tied" to the north pole by 
setting it on any point of the com- 
pass, would provide an invisible 
pathway to a point in enemy ter- 
ritory singled out for attack. 


As he took off, he turned the 


radio pointer on the samo dial to 
a station in "friendly" 
territory. 


The objective was known number 
of miles from the station. By ma- 
neuvering the plane, he made the 
gyroscopic indicator come to rest 
on the pointer. As the plane pass- 
ed over the radio 
station, 
the 


pointer swung around, creating, 
with the Indicator, a straight line 
across the dial. 


Flying "blind," he arrived at his 


objective only 2.3 seconds behind 
the schedule he had set. 


"This Is where we would pull 


the bomb release levers," he said. 


By enabling a pilot to line up 
on an airport runway and Indi- 
cating where he should start his 
descent, the device can be used 
for instrument landings. An air- 
line pilot made a blind landing in 
a small cabin plane after only 10 
minutes instruction.

CAPT, R. M. LOSEY VICTIM 
OF RAID ON DOMBAS, NOR-

WASHINGTON, April 22.—(/P)— 


The State Department 
received 


word today that Captain Robert 
M. Losey, assistant military at- 
tache at Stockholm, Sweden, was 
killed Jn a German bombing raid 
at Dombas,, Norway, yesterday. 


Losey was the first 'American 


killed on land since the European 
war started. 


The State Department said Cap- 


tain Losoy had gone from Stock- 
holm Into Norway to assist In re- 
moving Americans from the war 
zone. 


Frederick A. Sterling, American 


minister 
to 
Sweden, cabled the 


State Deartment he had lust re- 
ceived 
a 
telegram from Opdal, 


dated yesterday, and signed by 
Major Yssum, presumably a Nor- 
wegian army officer, which read 
as follows; 


"American Military Attache Cap- 


tain Losey was killed by German 
bomber plane at Dombas today. 
Infor Mrs. HarHman 
(American 
minister to Norway). 


"He will be sent tomorrow Mon- 


day via Roros to Fjellnas where 
Instructions 
from 
legation arc 
awaited." 


The State Department has in- 


structed Us legation at Stockholm 
to obtain all possible Information 
on the circumstances of the death. 


Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, the 


minister to Norway, had

that on Saturday afternoon, Cap- 
tain Loaey had gone to Norway 
to contact a party of Americana 
being moved out under the escort 
of Lieutenant Commander Olo O.

Bill reports that a stray feline 


came to his place about two weeks 
ago and the kittens were born In 
a nest some four feet or more off 
the ground,

more than a week, the hen was 
kept penned away from the kit- 
tens but as soon as she was freed 
she returned to them immediately

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ACTIVITIES ALLIED FORCES IN 
NORWAY EXPECTED TO INTENSIFY 
WAR DEVELOPMENTS IN THE AIR

With tho vanguards of the Allied 


expeditionary forces to Norway al- 
ready striking at the German in- 
vaders in the vital sectors of Oslo 
and Trondheim, tho northern front 
which tho Nazis have boon HO an- 
xious to forestall Is being opened 
up full-tilt to grow as a menace to 
thoir right wing on tholr own home 
soil. 


This development may bo expect- 


ed to result In heavy Intensifica- 
tion of the war in tho air. 


Tho Allied navies being In con- 


trol of tho sen communications, 
Horr Hitler will have to depend 
mainly on his air fleet not only for 
supplies for his Invading army but 
for reinforcements. 


J3y the Humo token he will have 


to rely largely on his air-arm to 
flKfit off further Allied landings 
and supply ships. 


Thus tho battle of Norway proba- 


bly Is developing into an unique 
engagement. And tho outcome will 
give us a fair opportunity to judge 
tho trend of tho war as a whole. 


Tho Germans are likely to stand 


or full on tho prowess of tholr air 
force, since tholr aurface navy has 
been rendered virtually impotent 
for major operations, and their 
great land fighting-machine Is pre- 
vented—barring a 
miracle—from 


striking a claclslvo blow because of 
tho strength of the Maglnot line. 


.The land force* will be employed. 


They may bo let loose at any mo- 
mont against Holland, for instance, 
but the purpose of such an attack 
would bo mainly to provide air 
bases from which to strike at Eng- 
land and Allied ahlps. In other 
words wo may soo a complete re- 
versal of normal procedure and 
have a groat army acting In sup- 
port of tho air force instead of 
being supported by it. 


Apparently tho Germans have 


depended largely on their trans- 
port planes to rush tholr undoubt- 
edly substantial expeditionary force 
to Norway, and they also havo been 
moving not only food supplies but 
light artillery and other equipment 
by air. This of course accounts for 
the heavy Anglo-French attacks by 
air against German airdromes and 
plnnetf. 


Not only havo tho allies continu- 


ed to hammer at Norwegian air- 
ports which are being used by the 
Nazis, especially Stavangor, 
but 


mudo the unexpected move of hoav- 
ily raiding tho big Danish airport 
of Aalborff twice. The 
Germans 


woro using- this as a point of em- 
barkation for Norwegian reinforce- 
ments and supplies. Tho Allies to- 
day claimed extensive damage In 
those two raids.

Staged in a region of rich land- 


marks, 
centuries-old 
missions, 
cathedrals In which relics of by- 
gone days are carefully preserved, 
the fiesta has a historic and leg- 
endary touch which no other cities 
in this country may claim.

royal festivities will bo known as 
tho "Court of the Old 
South,"

Werner predicted that "if war In 
the air comes to Europe in the con- 
centrated form we experienced in 
Finland, and lasts as much as two 
years, a great hatred will sweep 
the civilian population of Europe, 
and it will not be hatred of the 
enemy. It will be hatred of the ma- 
chinery of the war." 


Werner blamed the civilian death 
toll in air raids in Finalnd not on 
deliberate Intent of the Russians, 
but on the

"Bombers seldom hit their tar- 
get until they have hit everything 
else in the neighborhood," he said. 
"The war we are now watching

ly begun to realize its scope or 
even dimly dream its colossal ulti- 
mate consequences." 


Stark, whose work has been in 


London, told of the 
difficulties 
with British censorship. 


For example, he said the admir- 
alty announced at a press confer- 
once one day that it needed 10,000 
more fishermen to man trawlers. 
Story Held Up 


Our story was held up," Stark 
said. "I argued with the censor, 
explained it was an admiralty an- 
nouncement, but he said he hadn't 
been notified so he would have to 
check. A little later he said he 
could release the story if we chang- 
ed it slightly. 


"Instead' of saying: 'The admir- 
alty today called for 10,000 more 
fishermen,1 we must say: 'The ad- 
miralty may possibly require 10,000 
more fishermen.' By this time thor- 
oughly exasperated,-I suggested he 
might at least leave out the 'pos- 
sibly1 as superfluous. But he even 
refused to do this. 


"So I told him to let the story go 


with his revision. Later he called, 
full of apology, to say he had been 
In error; that the admiralty really 
had Issued an appeal." 


McDanlel said that while hostil- 
ities in Europe had taken the news 
spotlight from the Orient, the war 
in the Far East "hasn't really be- 
gun yet," 


"The opposing leaders and their 
main forces have for some time 
kept well away from each other, 
or have gone far into remote re- 
gions with unspellable and unpro- 
nounceable names," he said. 


"But that does not mean that 
nothing Is happening out there. 


"Much less does it mean that big- 
ger stories are not going to break 
in the future. Japan still has a 
million or more men on the Asian 
mainland who are quite capable of 
doing a lot of damage. 


"China has several million sol- 
diers and more armament than she 
started the war with. These Im- 
mense forces are now sparring, 
their generals waiting for the right 
moments to deliver telling blows,"

"butter Is a better shortening for 
use In cookies as It gives, a better 
flavor. In cookies the proportion 
of flour to liquid 
Is Increased 


over that In a cake, so that mix- 
ture has the conslstenc yof a stiff 
batter or dough. The batter Is stiff 
enough so that It can be dropped 
on a baking sheet and retain Us 
shape. The stiff 
dough may be 


rolled or chilled and sliced. A brief 
chilling 
in 
refrigerator 
makes 


dough easier to handle. If a thin 
cookie is desired use an oven tem- 
perature of 350, so that the batter 
will spread as the fat melts. The 
thicker cookies should be started 
in a hot oven so that a, crust will 
form before the fat melts. There 
Is a trick In putting filling In 
filled cookies and keeping it there. 
Spread filling evenly over cookie, 
keeping it away from edges. Place 
another cookie on top and press 
edges together with the tines of 
a fork dipped In Hour.
